tion in Allied Countries.

Washingeon, March 9.— Germany 
with the -aid of Lenine Bolshevik min­ 
ister, is planning to bring about in­ 
dustrial 
revolution in the 
United 
States, Japan, 
France, 
Italy and 
England. 


Information revealed in Washing­ 
ton today show the 
German-Lenine 
propaganda 
now under way is the 
most dangerous since the war began. 


Already it has gone to the point 
where the Germans have laid before 
the Bolshevik leaders a proposition 
whereby German agents 
sailing in 
Russian ships are to be landed in 
Japan, the United States and British 
East Asia to do the work of agitation. 


This government has been inform­ 
ed of freedom granted German of­ 
ficers to organize German prisoners 
of war in Siberia. 
And meantime through a number 
of Swedish 
socialists and 
Lenine 
agents, the 
work of getting 
ultra 
socialist propaganda in allied coun­ 
tries will go forward, aimed to stir 
industrial rebellion. 
That Germany will try to finance 
all the projects tending to the up­ 
heaval in allied 
countries is 
her 
promise. A deal has been made with 
Lenine to push the propaganda from 
the Bolshevik! standpoint and large 
sums have been appropriated. 
The report shows that Lenine con­ 


tinues to 
exert 
energies in these 
channels while urging the people to 
accept the German peace terms. As a 
result reports received by Americans 
show that for the most part the Ger­ 
man invaders are being welcomed in 
Russia in the hope that the Teuton 
arrival willmean re-establishment of 
order. 
How far the Lenine and 
German 
propaganda may have gone has not 
yet been determined. 
It is felt th a t 
in view of the German sentiment and 
in view of the exposed plot measures 
might well be taken to combat the re­ 
lationship and understanding between 
the United States and the allies. 
It is probable that a delegation of 
American public men may go to Eng­ 
land soon to preach the 
American 
viewpoint in the war and study the 
English viewpoint 
and 
return to 
America to talk to this countries on 
the allies.
